The meetings began 
with the sudden rise in tension fol- 
lowing Syria's military moves on the 
Golan Heights. 

The American Ambassador's in- 
tensive activity was reported to have 
been made at the request of U.S, 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, 
who is now accompanying President 
Ford on a tour to Japan, South Ko- 
rea and the Soviet Union. Kissinger's 
immediate concern was sald tobeto 
secure & prompt Syrien agreement 
to renew the U.N. peace-keeping 
mission on the Golan.

The inspection began at 8 
o'clock and by noon UN officers 
said they had not come across 
any Israel infringements in the 


zone. They had been able to ins- 
pect the area unimpeded, they 
said. They are due to make 8. 
similar inspection on the Syrian 
side of the buffer zone today. 

During the afternoon yester- 
day, the Undof commander in 
the Heights, Genera! Brisanyo, of 
Peru, drove into the Israel-held 
sector from his headquarters in 
Damascus. He refused, however, 
τὸ discuss the situation in the 
area with newsmen, although other 
UN officers said “the danger is 
over.” 

They also said that the Com:

OVER 200 ARAB demonstrators 
were yesterday arrested in Jerusalem 
and the West Bank as the anti-Israel 
riots in Judea and Samaria spread 
to the Old City and the neighbouring 
Arab towns. Yesterday's roundup 
brought to over 380 the total of 
demonstrators held since last Wed- 
nesday when a stormy demonstration 
took place in Nablus, the largest 
West Bank town, to coincide with

Of those arrested earlier, 59 have 
already been sentenced to various 
prison terms of up to six months, 
while 71 others were fined sums of 
up to 11,000, for disturbing public 
order.

Electrical goods 
merchants plan 
protest strike

TEL AVIV. — The Genera] Mer- 
chants Association yesterday called 
on the 600-members in its electric 
appliance section to hcld a one-day 
strike today to protest the Govern- 
ment’s new economic policy.

Waldheim hopeful that UN

UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). —

mon, 15, and her brother, Gall, 23, 
survivors of the Ma’alot school 
massacre in which 24 children were 
killed. 

Also with the group was Dr. Ben- 


jamin Berger of Cleveland, Ohio, 
whose son, David, was one of 11 Is- 
reeli Olympic athletes killed in 
Munich in September 1972. 

Rabbi Israel Miller, chairman of 
the Conference of Major American 
Jewish Organizations, which ar- 
ranged the meeting with Dr. Wald- 
heim, quoted him as saying he was 
“quite confident that UN forces will 
remain on the spot." 

The visiting delegation, Rabbi 
Miller said, told Dr. Wal- 
heim that “by welcoming the 
murderers of innocent civilians into 
its midst, the UN has abandoned 


-whatever hope it once represented 


for.decency and morality in inter- 
national relations.” 

Dr. Waldheim was said to have 
deplored all violence and to have 
expressed sympathy for his visitors’ 
personal losses. He noted that the 
decision to invite Arafat to address 
the Assembly last Wednesday was 
taken by that body and that it was 
not up to him to comment on its 
action.

Unemployment and drop in imports 
Haifa Port feels recession 


By YA’ACOV FRIEDLER Jerusalem Post Reporter 
BAIA, — Unemployment and 8 decline in imports 
are indicative of a considerable recession already being 


felt at the Haifa Port as-a result of 
belt-tightening economic measures. 


This was reported at a press conference yesterday 
by port manager Yoav Yassour, who added that the 
turnover at the port is ἃ good indicator of the entire 
country’s economy. He warned that as port activity 
falls: off, the slowdown may filter throughout the 
country and bring about a general recession — unless 


preventive measures are taken, 


Mr. Yassour said that although the port's busy ex- 
port season is in progress, close to 250 of the, 1,750 
men working at the port are idle every day because 
of lack of cargo. He said that there has been no 
increase in exports, which comprise a fifth of the 
port’s turnover, to counteract the decline in imports. 

For the first time, the port wiJl mot hire 300 tem. 
porary workers during the citrus export season, and 
will depend instead on the permanent staff in order 
that they will “be able to earn a reasonable wage this 


winter.”

Even before the new economic 
policy was announced, a number of 
Cabinet Ministers — and Finance 
Minister Yehoshua Rabinowitz par- 
ticularly — conceded publicly that 
the existing tax system contained 
many distortions and needed chang- 
ing. (One of the changes was to be 
the Value Added Tax, coupled with 
abolition or reduction of other in- 
direct taxes, such a8 the purchase 
tax, and reduced rates of Income 
taxes.)

‘The Treasury, say. the accountants, 
has agreed with these amendment 
proposals “in principle’ but has 
done nothing to implement them.

The Treasury 
already finds itself at the stage 
of negotiating with the Ministries 
on the 1974/75 budget — and it 
will be difficult to slash even

West Bank 
GNP doubled 
since 1968

The gross national product of the 
West Bank has doubled since 1968 
(based on prices then), according 
to the Central Bureau of Statistics. 

West Bank GNP for 1973 was 
TL1,360m. Since 1968 the area has 
had an average annual growth of 
14 per cent — despite a decline of 
6.5 per cent during 1973 because of 
“he Yom Kippur War and 2 poor 
agricultural crop, Half the rise in 
GNP is accounted for by production 
growth and half by increased in- 
come from work in Israel, Per 
capita consumption during the same 
five-year period grew by 50 per 
Cent — reaching Ii1,750 per person 


The GNP for Gaza and Northern 
Sinai grew by nearly 250 per cent 
since 1968, to a total of IL745m. 
last year. Even in 1973 there was ἃ 
Tige of 14 per cent (28 per cent in 
1972). Private consumption nearly 
doubled, growing to an average of 
TL1,850 per person in 1973.

‘He was assured of ἃ massive 
majority in Greece's new parliament 
as the counting of votes in the first 
elections for 10 years was almost

Latest returns yesterday gave his 
New ‘Democracy Party 2,490,235 
votes, Or 54.26 per cent of the poll 
ensuring him about 214 seats in 
the 300-member Parliament. 

With the left wing going down to 
a big defeat, the major opposition 
to the 67-year-old Premier will be 
the Centre Union-New Forces 
Party under George Mavros.

Israel hosts workshop 
on water re-use

HERZLIYA. — Delegations from 20 
developing countries are attending 
an international workshop on “effi- 
ciency in the use and re-use of 
water,” held under the aegis of the 
Ministry of Agriculture at the Migdal 

Daniel Hotel. 

Delegations participating come 
from Rumania, Turkey, Ethiopia, 
Nepal, Spain, Venezuela, the Argen- 
tine, Mexico, Guyana, the Ivory Coast, 
Nigeria, Nicaragua, Mauritius and 
Indta. The Hst algo includes represen- 
tatives of various international bodies 
such as the IBRD (International 
Bank for Research and Development, 
better known as the “World Bank"), 
UNEP (Eavironmental and Pollu- 
Uuon) —.A consortium of top experts 
known ag “international Water Re- 
sources” — UN water consultants, 
lecturers and others. ἘΠ 

Explaining why Israel was chosen 
as host for the workshop, Peretz 
Darr, assistant head of Tahal's long- 
range planning section, told The Je- 
Tusclem Post last week that 
Israel had some remarkable hydro- 
logical achievements to its credit — 
specifically within the scope of sub- 
jects to be discussed by the various 
workshop panels. 

Mr. Darr revealed that Israel had 
been able to decrease the dosages of 
its irrigation water by some 50 per 
cent during the 1955-1971 period. 
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While 1,740 cub. metres were required 
to harvest 111,000 worth of produce 
in 1959, only 931 cub. metres were 
needed in 1971 to prow the same 
quantity. 

The achievements were. made pos- 
sible by substituting capital (invest- 
ments! and skill (technology) in 
irrigation systems leading to nation- 
wide spray-irrigation, and a more 
water-economic system. Further 
water savings could be achieved 
with additional investments and tech- 
nical refinements, Mr. Darr said.

Spy jitters nm Bonn 


BONN. — A West German Labour 
official arrested on charges of es- 
pionage last Monday but then re- 
Jeased for lack of evidence Is also 
said to have had suspicious con- 
taets with Israelis and Arabs. 

But the case of Labour Federation 
lobbyist Walter Boehm: 56, may 
be just another sign of the con- 
tinulng jitters which have befailen 
West Germany since ex-Chancelior 
Willy Brandt resigned over a spy 
scandal last May. 


Mr. Boehm was the Federation's 
number one Haison man in Bonn 
to the Government and Parliament. 
He had been under observation since 
April because, according to Federa- 
tion chief Heinz Vetter, he had 
“constantly overstepped his limits” 
by contacting foreign embassies and 
allegediy making secret trips to the 
East bloc. 

Mr. Vetter has explained that in 
one instance, Mr. Boehm had been 
“escorting an Israeli delegation, but 
left it prematurely for unexplain- 
able reasons.” When it was noticed 
he had left papers on the “nego- 
tiating table." they were sent to 
him. 

“And where did we find him?” 
— in the premises of an Arab mis- 
sion,” Mr. Vetter asserted. 

The Federation chief said he had 
forbidden Mr. Bochm to make inter- 
National contacts at hume or abroad 
but that Boehm repeatedly violated 
this rule, visiting the Hungarian 
Embassy and the Soviet Consulate, 
as well as making trips to Hungary 


and East Berlin without informing 
his superiors. 

Mr. Boehm has denied that he is 
a spy for the Eastern bioc and has 
rejected Mr. Vetter's suggestion that 
he may have been passing on in- 
formation on Israeli affalrs to the 
Arabs, 

Boehm says he not only never 
took part in “negotiations™ with Is- 
raell Histadrut officials, but also 
claims he has never bean inside an 
Arab mission. He admits visiting 
Hungary and Hast Berlin but says 
these were private trips with his 
family or to visit relatives in East 
Germany. Mr, Boehm came to Bonn 
from East Germany in 1958. 

The Labour official Is still under 
investigation and the facts are not 
yet clear. Mr. Vetter says embassy 
contacts were strictly outside 
Boehm's responsibilities, but it is 
known that be has worked for 
years with forelgn mussions here. 


ISRAELIS SURPRISED 

Israeli sources were surprised by 
Mr. Vetter'’s assertions because the 
Embassy has regularly dealt with 
Mr. Boehm in most matters relat- 
ing to the German Labour Federa- 
tion. As one source put it, "Boehm 
was Labour's man in Bonn.” 

An Israeli source who knew him 
said Boehm had made the impres- 
sion of being a capable man “who 
did his job well" and never gave 
any cause for suspicion. On the con- 
trary, it was understood he had 
been helpful to the Israeli Embassy 
on a number of occasions and last

Neither the authority respon- 
sible for state companies nor the 
State Controlier were sufficient- 
ly alert to sense that something 
was foul at Zim.
